known as the city’s Haiwee plant, is 
situated along the Los Angeles Aque- 
duct just below Haiwee reservoir in 
Owens Valley, 180 miles nerth of Los 
Angeles. It was constructed by the 
Power Bureau to replace a muth 
smaller power plant at the reservoir 
tustalled shortly after the completion 
of the Aqueduct in 1918. 

Hatwee power plant is the second 
hydroelectric-generating . station to 
be installed in Owens Valley by the 
Power Bureau during the last two 
years. The Big Pine plant with a 
generating capacity of 4500 horse- 
wer, situated in Big Pine Canyon, 
245 miles north of Los Angeles, was 
Placed in operation last year. In 
addition to the Haiwee and Big Pine 
plants. the department now operates

GB INDUSTRIAL OUTLAYS 

New proof of the splendid progress 
Los Angeles has been making in a material 
way is found in the report of.a survey just 
tompleted by Robert D. Sangster, manager 
of the industrial department of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. This report shows that 
the first six months of 1927 were the great- 
est half-year in the history of the metro- 
politan area of Los Angeles for the charac 
ter and extent of its new manufactories as 
well as the size of the investments in them. 
Perhaps the most important fact determined 
by the survey was that so many nationally 
known industries had entered the local field 
with millions of capital, strong in the idea 
that Los Angeles was the place to spend 
their money and to make and distribute 
their well-known products. 

This new and extensive industrial devel- 
opment has not been along restricted lines, 
but its factors are widely diversified. Prob- 
ably the most important, when judged by 
the enormous outlay they have entailed, are 
the new units of the automotive, iron and 
steel, oil-refining equipment, glass, wood- 
working and paper-product industries, to- 
gether with the mail-order and merchandise 
concerns. These new establishments are 
greatly advancing the position of Los An- 
geles as a manufacturing and distributing 

In his report Mr. Sangster emphas the 
point that with fifty-eight industries the 
metropolitan area producing $1,275,000,000 
worth of manufactured wares in 1926 and 
distributing about $300,000,000 in pay rolls 
the extraordinary diversification of these 
activities insures the prosperity of the city, 
as a temporary slackening in one or sev- 
eral lines ‘will not exert a serious effect up- 
on that prosperity as a whole—an argu- 


ment the force of which is readily seen and 
‘| which, in fact, 


already has been fully exem- 
plified. 

That the huge sum of 734,500, 000 should 
have been appropriated by various indus 
trial concerns, many of them of national 
fame, for the building of new plants and 
the improvement of old ones in our indus- 
trial district shows to what an extent faith 


in the future of Los Angeles as a great 


manufacturing center is entertained by the 
leading captains of industry in this coun- 
try. The mammoth projects planned and 
partly executed during the last six months 
will be followed by others of still greater 


magnitude, for it has been the history of 


all large industrial communities that where 
capital ig invested in great amounts in this 
way capital is certain to follow. 

Im the light of recent industrial events 
in thie city it seems strange that so few 
of the old economic writers or historians of 
a generation or two ago could have visual- 
ized the condition that has arisen here in 
this great Southland center. Dana did not 
see it, nor did Bancroft or Hittell, though 
they had much to say of the possibilities of 
northern progress, particularly of that in 
the San Francisco Bay region. Something 
blinded their eyes to our potential develop- 
ment, and it continued to blind the eyes of 
writers of this class up to ten or fifteen 


years ago. 


There was, however, one historian who 
foresaw the present condition quite clearly, 
and that was Rockwell D. Hunt, who, in his 
State history, “California the Golden,” writ- 
ten sixteen years ago, when Los Angeles 
had only about one-fourth its present popu- 
lation and hardly was to be descried on the 
industrial map, referred to the future com- 
mercial and industrial leadership of Los 
Angeles as well as her future maritime 
greatness in a way to prove him a true 
prophet. 7 

The extent to which Los Angeles is now 
regarded the great market of the West 
is indicated answers to a questionnaire 
recently sent to a large number of western 
merchants in various States. Two thousand 
of them expressed their appreciation of the 
desirability of Los Angeles as a buyers’ 
market. A similar questionnaire was sent 
out two years ago, and at that time & was 
found that 51 per cent of those responding 
to it were already sending buyers to this 
city. The current survey showed that 62 
per cent buy here now or will come when 
they are affordeli farther facflities such as 
are to be provided by the new International 
Mart, soon to be established, and to be de- 
voted to permanent displays of many locally 
manufactured products. 

So it will be seen on the whole that, while 
recent progress along industrial and com- 
mercial lines has been most satisfactory, the 
prospects of future development of this na- 
ture are, indeed, bright for Los Angeles. 


FIRESTONE FACTORY 

Los Angeles bids soon to become the 
second rubber manufacturing city in the 
United States and the largest exporter of 
rubber goods on either seaboard, adding to 
its other titles of distinction that of being 
the Akron of the West. The option taken 
by the Firestone Tire and Rubber Company 
on a forty-acre factory site at Alameda and 


Santa Fe avenues, their intention being to 


erect there a $7,000,000 plant for the em- 
ployment of 2500 people, brings an element 
to the industrial life of Los Angeles hardly 
second in importance to the establishment 
here of headquarters for the world-wide film- 
producing industry. 

Two other rubber companies, the Good- 
year and the Goodrich, are already in the 
Los Angeles field, the former having been 
operating here for some years, while the 
Fisk Tire and Rubber Company and the 
United States Rubber Company have 
opened negotiations with the same object 
in view. A daily production of 7000 tires 
and 10,000 inner tubes is the present 


estimated output of the Goodyear Company's 


Los Angeles plant The Pacific Goodrich 
Rubber Company's $4,000,000 factory will

Damage estimated at $2500 was caused 
late tonight when fire of unknown 
origin totally destroyed a barn used 
for storing hay and farming 
ments at the Whittier State School.
